The parallel evolution of music and architecture 


On February 15, in a sweet encounter of archi- 
tecture and music, architect Jane Weinzapfel 
FAIA and pianist David Collins jointly explore 
some of the dramatic changes in architecture and 
music from the times of Bernini and Bach to the 
present. 


Weinzapfel and Collins are the guest speakers/ 
players in the BSA Lecture Series at the Boston 
Public Library on February 15. Using musical 
examples dating from the development of key- 
board instruments, Collins illustrates the trans- 
formation from mathematical perfection in 
music to the emphasis on beauty of line and 

to continuously increased emotional content. 
He describes the continuing trend toward freer 
harmonic quality and increased dissonance that 
culminated in the dramatic changes of the early 
20th century that continue today. 


Using architectural examples largely accessible in 
the Boston area, Weinzapfel — who is president 
of the BSA — provides examples of the equally 
dramatic changing face of architecture during 
these same periods. Collins and Weinzapfel show 
how, with a little peripheral vision and intellec- 
tual intuition, these changes in music and archi- 
tecture inform each other and lend clarity to their 
roles in contemporary culture.

series of morning seminars focusing on case studies 
of successful private-sector development. 


Each month a developer or corporate client and 
her/his architect describe the details of a private- 
sector project they have successfully developed and 
designed during the current relatively weak real- 
estate market. The project's objectives, challenges, 
influences and results are described in these 
interactive seminars. 


This month's guests focus on Porter 156, a 
residential loft project converted from a former 
industrial space in East Boston. To describe the 
evolution of this project, the developers — Metric 
Development’s Geoff Caraboolad and Bill Anderson 
and ELV Associates’ Scott Jenkins — are joined by 
project architect Joel Bargmann AIA of Bargmann 
Hendrie + Archetype. 


Conceived and moderated by real-estate advisor 
Robert Miller Jr., this workshop series reflects the 
reality that the overwhelming majority of real-estate 
is privately owned and privately developed. “The 
private sector is enormous,” notes Miller, “and the 
design and development of private buildings is 
more challenging every year — a miscalculation of 
costs, market conditions, desired amenities, and the 
approval process can result in expensive overruns, 
delays, losses, foreclosure or bankruptcy.” Miller is 
a principal of Great Cove Advisors and Sperry Van 
Ness/Great Cove Advisors, an independent affiliate 
of Sperry Van Ness International, the national real- 
estate investment sales firm.

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BrickBottom is subject of 
design competition 


The City of Somerville (Massachusetts) and the BSA 
Urban Design Committee are inviting designers to 
participate in an international urban-design ideas 
competition — “Edge as Center: Envisioning the 
Post-industrial Landscape”. 


The competition challenges entrants to envision 

the future of a pivotal industrial area in Somerville 
known as the BrickBottom District. Urban-design 
schemes are solicited that conceptualize the ideas of 
neighborhood and infrastructure that accompany 
the redevelopment of large areas of underused indus- 
trial land. 


As development proceeds north from Boston, inclu- 
ding the $2-billion North Point development now 
underway in Cambridge, the BrickBottom District is 
poised for profound transformation.

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BSA offers $75K in design 
research grants 


In 2004 the BSA inaugurated an ambitious program 
to promote research in architecture. With a focus 
on practice-oriented design as research, this program 
encourages inquiry not only into specific research 
topics but also into how design itself — the design 
process and the results of design — constitutes 
research. 


The BSA allocated $65,000 for the first round of 
grants in 2004 in amounts up to $10,000 for indi- 
vidual practitioners, educators, collaborative teams 
or organizations and up to $2,000 for students. In 
2005 we increased the grant amount available to 
$75,000 and once again this year the BSA is offer- 
ing up $75,000 in research grants. The application 
guidelines for this year’s program — and abstracts 
and/or summaries of the projects funded and of all 
of the applications we received in the first two years 
of the program — are available at architects.org/ 
grants; the application deadline is February 10.

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WindsCape competition 
rewards integration and 
systems thinking 


A proposed development of America’s first offshore 
windfarm — 130 wind turbines in Massachusetts 
Nantucket Sound — has generated strong opposi- 
tion over the past year by those preferring the 
natural beauty of Nantucket Sound as it is and also 
has provoked strong support from those who believe 
the environmental benefits would outweigh the 
visual impact. 


This ongoing public debate led three young Boston 
designers — Tom Collins, Assoc. AIA of Payette 
Associates, Marcel Graeff of the DiNisco Design 
Partnership, and Kathy Wislocky of William Wilson 
Associated Architects — to propose that the BSA 
sponsor an ideas competition that solicited proposals 
that envision how a windfarm could be more than 
just a utility to generate electricity. Could a grid of 
offshore wind turbines be a park? a sculpture gar- 
den? a sailing and water-sports venue? a tourist des- 
tination? a center for scientific research? a place to 
educate the community about the impact of wind 
energy on the environment? 


The competition — “Windscape/An Ideas 
Competition Envisioning Renewable Energy for 
Cape Cod” — invited artists, designers, architects, 
landscape architects, lighting designers, and other 
visionaries throughout the world to submit their 
ideas. Over 180 individuals and teams registered for 
the competition and ultimately the BSA received 65 
submissions from seven nations (Austria, Canada, 
Germany, Israel, Scotland, the Netherlands, and 

the U.S.). The jurors included Boston architecture 
critic Robert Campbell FAIA, New York City 
architect Winka Dubbeldam of Archi-Tectonics, 
Massachusetts architect Bill Reed LEED, AIA of 
Integrative Design Collaborative, Vermont artist 
Michael Singer, and Cambridge landscape archi- 
tect Laura Solano of Michael Van Valkenburgh 
Associates. The jury gathered at the BSA in 


December and selected these award-winning entries: 


& first prize of $5,000 was awarded to the U.S./ 
German team of Paul Michael Pelken and 
Markus Hermann of the Energy Design Lab; 


& second prize of $2,000 was awarded to the team 
of Rafal Wamka and Tom Malton of Germany 
with Albert Jansen of the Netherlands; and 


& a special citation was awarded to Provincetown 
artist Jay Critchley.

Architects Building in downtown Boston from
